'  In  lS4o  the  j>a>tor  favored  his  jH-ojih'  \\i:h  two  dl-eour.-es  on  "The 
Faithfulness  of  (lod  to  this  Chin-rh,"  (hiriiej  the  one  hundn-d  and  fifiy 
years  of  its  existence,  which  period  cdo-ed  witii  tlx-  Sabhath  on  \NhIeli 
the  discourses  were  preached. 

The  interest  on  this  subject  \\a^  revised,  and  tlu'  (diMr(h  soon  afier 
voted  that  these  Century  and  Half  Disccjinses  >hould  be  printed  with  the 
,  cionteniplated  catalogue  and  history. 

One  of  the  original  nienilx^rs  havincr  died,  the  vacancv  was  filled  in 
1840,  and  still  another  brother  added  in  lb  17.  lint  time  |)a>i-ed  on 
without  the  matter  being  taken  up  in  earnest  till  ls.'»l,  when  ordy  three 
of  the  eight,  who  had  been  chosen  lor  this  work,  remained  Ixtc  to 
accomplish  it. 

The  historical  part  was  put  to  press  early  in  18.V2,  and  tlie  di.-conrse^ 
soon  followed  ; — but  on  account  of  the  incompleteness  of  rec(trd>,  aral 
ihe  labor  of  getting  the  necessary  information  from  other  sources,  the 
jDescriptive  Catalogue  could  not  be  prei)ar<'(l  at  that  time, 
j  Much  effort  has  since  been  made  to  gather  facts,  to  procure  as  full  an 
"account  of  each  member  as  is  attainaide  at  thi>  distance  of  lime.  This 
delay,  however,  has  brought  to  liglit  new  facts,  inakin<j  nece>-«ary  tlie 
^iddition  of  Notes  and  a  more  exteiuled  JCrrata. 

The  committee  in  concluding  a  work,  which,  on  account  of  the  peculiar 
difficulties  attending  it,  lias  been  lonii  protracted,  cherish  ihc  hope  that 
what  they  have  imperfectly  done  may  lead  the  living  members  of  the 
church  to  ponder  well  on  the  various  relations  they  sustain  to  those  who 
have  died  in  the  Lord,  to  one  another,  and  to  all  who,  by  their  prayers 
and  efforts,  may  yet  be  brought  into  spiritual  communion  with  them- 
selves on  earth  and  in  heaven. 
\  To  the  favor  of  God  we  now  commend  the  result  of  our  labors,  pray- 
ing that  His  blessing  may  make  it  useful  to  the  present  and  future 
generations  of  this  church  and  this  people.

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EXPLANATORY  NOTICE. 


The  Descriptive  Catuloizue  contains  the  nanu-s  of  all  persons  who  have 
been  or  are  members  ot"  the  First  Chiireh  in  .Miuiili-I.uru,  iiiclutiiii'j  tho 
successive  pastors  (p.  32),  so  lar  as  rei-ords  and  other  documents  uliich 
the  commirtee  iiave  been  al»li,-  to  examine  will  >hou-. 

The  /iah-ica>/  covenunt,  whicii  was  in  jn-artir.-  iVom  the  earliest 
records  until  ahout  17G0,  has  in  some  ca>es  made  it  diliicull  to  deler- 
mine  the  ([Ue-tion  ot"  lull  nienihership.  The  cxistinir  church  records 
do  not  give  the  admissions  of  all,  as  is  evident  from  other  pru'-erthn-j.-, 
of  the  church;  and  the  absence  of  all  rci  ords  (except  the  i'  ullcr  coj)y 
of  the  or2^anization,  p.  13)  until  1708.  makes  it  almost  certain  that  a 
portion  of  the  admissions  of  that  period  ot  thirteen  years  have  not  beeu 
ascertained.  Much  care  has  been  taken  to  enrol  none  but  meml*ers  iu 
full  communion ;  imd  the  committee  are  not  sure  but  a  few  others,  ex- 
cluded for  want  of  fuller  evidence,  were  not  also  members. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  CataloLMie  is  colunmar  in  three  re.-perts, 
namely; — the  regular  numl)eritiLr  of  the  whole  church;  the  dait-s  of 
admission  ;  and  the  names  of  the  members,  tbllowed  by  a  particular 
notice  of  each  ; — the  whole  occupying  but  one  line  when  practicable. 
The  order  of  the  particular  notices  is  as  Ibilows  :  — 

1.  A  reference  to  ancestry  or  kindred,  or  both,  by  abbreviations  and 
the  regular  numbers  if  in  the  church,  or  by  the  christian  name  it  not. 

2.  Reference  to  the  wife  or  wives  by  their  regular  numbers  in  par- 
enthesis, if  members,  or  by  their  whole  original  nimie,  if  not. 

3.  The  year  of  marriage. 

4.  Time  of  death  and  the  age. 

.  This  order  varies  only  in  the  ca?e  of  married  women,  wlu-rc  the 
name  of  the  husband,  or  reference  to  his  number,  is  placed  nt  xt  alit-r 
her  name,  and  the  reference  to  kindred  after  her  original  surname.  In 
a  few  instances,  where  nothing  else  is  known  ot  a  member,  one  <»r  more 
of  their  children  has  been  entered  in  the  line.  ^I.-mbers  whtise  lime 
of  admission  is  unknown  have  been  in.-erted  near  the  time  when  they 
were  found  to  have  beeu  such. 

The  fourteen  members,  from  Xos.  21  to  34  inclusive,  were  j.robably 
nearly  all  admitted  during  the  time  of  which  there  are  no  reconis. 

The  double  dating  of  the  years  betbre  Sept.  1702,  is  made  to  agree 
vrhh  New  Stvle,  but  the  day  of  the  month  contbrms  to  the  rewrds.  To 
bring  these  to  New  Style,  add  ten  days  to  dates  prior  to  the  year  17<'<>, 
and  eleven  davs  to  dates  occurring  between  17u<>  and  Sept- i\  1  7,j2, 
when  the  Ne\v  Style  was  iirst  c.-tablished  in  Kndaud. 

The  reference  to  kindred  used  in  this  Catalogue  of  church  mcmb<-rs 
is  extended  to  the  Addenda  at  the  end ;  and  the  abbreviation  ad.  indi- 
cates such  reference.

watchman,  to  bear  solemn  testimony  against  such  a  practice,  if  not 
forced  to  it  by  bodily  indis])osition.  I  solemnly  beseech,  and  in  the 
name  of  God,  charge  you  to  consider  what  you  do  when  you  pour  such 
contempt  upon  the  institutions  of  the  Lord  Christ,  whom  you  have  taken 
for  your  King,  and  promised  subjection  to  Him  in  all  Ilis  institutions. 
God  hath  appointed  His  ministers  to  bless  His  worshiping  assemblies 
in  His  name.  What  do  you,  if  you  needlessly  turn  your  backs  on  this 
blessing,  but  say,  'tis  comtemptible,"  and  so  are  in  danger  to  carry 
away  a  curse  instead  of  a  blessing  ?  If  all  should  do  as  you  do,  where 
would  the  order  of  God's  house  be  ?  What  a  sad  and  sinrul  example 
do  you  set  before  vain  persons,  to  whom  you  ought  to  be  exemplary  ? 
How  do  you  grieve  the  hearts  of  them  which  you  ought  not  to  make 
sad  ?  Every  time  you  do  so,  you  break  the  covenant  of  God  with  your 
brethren  with  whom  you  have  promised  to  v/alk  orderly.  If  you,  with- 
out the  pressing  necessities  of  the  body,  do  so  for  time  to  come — which 
I  hope  God  will,  in  His  mercy  to  your  souls,  keep  you  from — this  v.'ill 
be  a  witness  against  you,  and  the  guilt  of  so  evil,  so  God-dishonoring  a 
practice,  must  lie  at  your  door  and  not  mine,  who  am  your  grieved  and 
affectionate  friend  and  pastor,

As  it  is  a  material  order  of  the  house  of  God,  that  at  the  close  of  the 
service  the  minister  should  pronounce  the  benediction  upon  the  congre- 
gation, it  is  obviously  important  that  they  should  give  a  most  reverential 
attention  while  the  Divine  blessing  is  thus  implored. 

The  early  seating  also  of  the  congregation  before  the  service  com- 
mences, adds  much  to  the  solemnity  and  good  order  of  public  worship. 

These  orderly  attentions  are  well  approved  by  the  church  and  people 
in  this  place,  and  in  general  may  be  observed.  Late  arrivals  at  the 
meeting-house  in  the  morning  may  cause  some  irregularity,  but  prompt- 
ness in  joining  the  assembly  in  the  afternoon  is  expected  of  alh  Those 
also  who  have  the  care  of  children  should  instruct  them  in  these  things.

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Page  3.  Indian  Cliurclies.  In  1G98,  Eev.  Grlndal  Kawson,  of  Mciidon,  and 
Kev.  Samuel  Danforth,  of  Tauaton,  were  comiuisiioned  by  the  Society  Ibr 
propagating  the  Gospel  among  the  Indians,  to  vi:>it,  and  did  visit,  the  several 
plantations  in  the  Old  Colony,  and  made  their  report;  10  Hist.  Col.  129 — 13  4. 
Extract:  "  There  are  at  Assowampsit  and  Quittaub  twenty  houses  and  eighty 
persons.  John  Hiacoomes,  preacher  and  constant  schoolmaster.  Mr.  Jocelyn 
preached  at  Assovvampslt.  At  Kehtehticut  are  forty  adults,  to  whom  Charles 
Aham  preached."  All  these  places  are  in  IMiddleborou^h.  Kehtehticut,  Co- 
tuticut,  and  Tetl(|uid  arc  dili'erent  spellings  of  Tilicut.  (Quittaub  might  be  an- 
other name  for  isema^ket,  or  it  might  bo  "  Betty's  Neck." 

Titicut  is  mentioned  as  a  place  of  praying  Indians.  Kev.  Mr.  Backus  says 
in  his  account  of  ^liddleboro',  (1  Hist.  Col.  loO),  "  ABaptist  church  was  Ibrmed 
among  them  [at  Titicut],  and  Ivehemiah  Abel,  Thos.  Sckins,  Thos.  Felix  [see  Des. 
Cat.  324],  and  John  Symons  are  teachers  among  them.  ^V'hen  I  came  here 
[1747]  John  Symons  was  the  minister  of  that  church,  and  continued  so  tor 
near  ten  years,  and  then  he  removed  to  the  southward.  He  assisted  in  ordain- 
ing Silas  Paul  on  Martha's  Vineyard  in  176:].  One  Indian  gave  live  acres, 
and  two  others  fifteen  acres  of  land  for  the  ministry  in  Titicut. 

Nehemiah  Beunct,  Esq.,  gr.  fa.  D.  C.  179,  wrote  an  account  of  ^liddleboro,' 
(I  Hist.  Col.  3),  and  respecting  the  Indians  in  town,  says,  Thcrei.is  a  settle- 
ment of  them  descemled  from  the  ancients,  on  '  Betty's  iNcck,'  [perhaps  the 
same  as  Quittaub],  eight  houses  and  eight  families;  the  general  number  is  from 
30  to  40." 

This  was  in  1793.  He  soys,  "  they  raise  good  crops  wliicli  they  sell  for  rum, 
ar.d  live  afterwards  by  making  baskets  and  brooms.  They  are  subject  to  hec- 
tics, and  half  that  are  born  are  carried  olf  by  consumptions." 

Page  34.  Kev.  Samuel  Fuller  had  also  a  son  Jahez,  v/ho  died  June,  1712, 
and  whose  widow,  Mercjj,  married  Joseph  Vaughan,  No.  3S. 

Page  3,  at  foot.    The  Indian  name  of  the  "  Long  Pond  "  is  "  Pontaquahot." 

Page  4.  It  was  not  intended  to  give  a  list  of  the  twenty-six  purchasers,  but 
such  of  them  and  their  representatives  as  were  in  town  in  1G75,  when  the 
settlement  was  attacked  by  the  Indians.  The  names  of  the  purchasers  were  : 
"  Francis  Sprague,  John  Adams,  George  Partridge,  Francis  Cooke,  Thomas 
Bordman,  Wilham  Pontus,  Samuel  Fuller,  Edward  Bumpus,  Francis  Bil- 
lington,  William  Brewster,  John  Shaw,  Edward  Gray,  (two  shares.)  Besolved 
White,  William  Ilodskins,  Andrew  Ring,  Moses  Simmons,  William  Nelson, 
John  Howland,  George  Soul,  PhiUip  Dekano,  William  Mullens,  Peter  Brown, 
Samuel  Eddy,  Matthew  Fuller,  William  Twining."  It  should  be  mentioned 
that  the  Indian  churches  referred  to  on  the  third  page,  were  gathered  by  the 
instrumentality  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bourne,  of  Sandwich,  and  Rev.  ]Mr.  Treat,  of 
Eastham  (son  of  Gov.  Treat,  of  Connecticut)  whose  labors  for  the  conversion 
of  Indians  were  not  surpassed  by  the  apostle  Elliot  himself,  there  being  at  that 
time  fifteen  hundred  of  them  formed  into  churches  in  the  Old  Colony.

As  it  is  a  material  order  of  the  house  of  (lod,  that  at  the  close  of  the 
service  the  minister  should  pronounce  the  benediction  uj»on  the  congre- 
gation, it  is  obviously  important  that  th«'y  should  give  a  most  reverential 
attention  while  the  Divine  blessing  is  thus  impltjrcd. 

The  early  seating  also  of  the  congregation  Inforv  the  scrviim  com- 
mences, adds  much  to  the  solemnity  and  good  order  of  public  wor4iip. 

These  orderly  attentions  are  well  apj>rovcd  iiy  the  church  and  people 
in  this  place,  and  in  general  may  be  observed.  Laic  arrivals  at  the 
meeting-house  in  the  morning  may  cause  some  irregularity,  but  prompt- 
ness in  joining  tlie  assembly  in  the  afternoon  is  expected  of  all.  Those 
also  who  have  the  care  of  children  should  instruct  ihem  in  theic  ihing-*.

The  following  extracts  from  tlie  church 
records  indicate  two  deacons  at  least,  acting  in  1721  and  1722,  while  this  tabic 
shows  but  one  from  1718  to  1724.

This  "  remnant"  we  know  nothing  larther  of;  but  the  copy,  p.  13,  by  Eben- 
czcr  Fuller,  the  nephew  of  Isaac,  m.ay  have  been  made  from  it. 

"May  13.  1722.  Voted  that  the  two  deacons  br.  King  and  Sam'l  Wood  do 
meet,"  &c. 

P.  55.  Three  of  our  people  became  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  and  joined 
other  churches:  —  Daniel  Thom.as,  minister  in  South  Abington,  xilvan  Cobb 
in  West  Taunton,  and  Stetson  Eaymond  in  Assonet  and  Scodand  [Brid'ze- 
water].

—  The  west  precinct  was  incorporated  as  a  town  in  the  year  1S53,  by 
the  name  of  Lakcville. 

Parish  Records.  The  book  of  records  commencing  with  the  separation  and 
ordination  of  Eev.  S.  Conant  has  rot  been  in  possession  of  the  parish  Clerk  for 
some  years  ;  and  the  connnittce  have  thus  been  deprived  of  access  to  it.  The 
course  pursued  by  jMr.  Bosworth,  p.  13,  is  commended  to  all  who  possess  docu- 
ments of  historic  value  to  this  church  and  parish.
